SEVEN COMPETE FOR 4 
OPENINGS ON GUI BOARD 

A total of seven candidates will compete for the four open¬ 
ings on the board of directors at the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
annual election on Thursday and Friday, May 23 and 24. The 
latest candidates to announce are Nolan G. Miller, 39-E Ridge 
and Joseph A. Searles, Jr., 9-C Research. They join the previously 
announced candidates — James Foster, Ben Hogensen, Virginia 
Moryadas, James Smith, and Norman Weyel. 

Smith and Weyel axe present 
members of the board. Two other 
incumbents — Thomas White and 
Robert Nelson — are not running 
for another term. Biographies of 
the candidates appear on an inside 
page of this issue. 

Balloting will begin Thursday 
evening after the candidates are 
introduced, but members will have 
to walk over from the Center 
School Auditorium where the busi¬ 
ness meeting is being held to the 
city council chambers where the 
voting machines are located. The 
evening balloting will close at 11 
p.m. The balloting will resume the 
next day at the council chambers 
from 7 a.m. to 7; 30 p.m. 

The four candidates receiving 
the highest vote will be elected 
for 2-year terms. Each member 
is asked to vote for four candi¬ 
dates. Unlike city elections, no 
previous registration is needed. 

Each family is entitled to only 
one voting card. A ispecial color 
for proxy votes is used so that a 
check can readily be made on 
people voting two cards improper¬ 
ly. 

Also to be elected is a 3~member 
audit committee for 1-year terms. 

The latest candidates to file are 
incumbent Janet James, 1-D Pla¬ 
teau, and Elmer Cutright, 3-A 
Crescent Rd. Other candidates 
previously announcing are incum¬ 
bent Tony McCarthy, Joe Reid and 
James Wright. 

A nominations and elections 
committee consisting of five mem¬ 
bers will be elected for a 1-year 
term through nominations from 
the floor at the Thursday night 
meeting. 

By-law questions 

Appearing on the machine bal¬ 
lot, in addition to candidates" 
names, will be a proposed by-law 
change petitioned to referendum. 

This by-law change would provide 
for one-day voting for GHI officers 
instead of the present two-day vot¬ 
ing and require the use of voting 
machines. The board of directors 
has taken no position on this 
change. 

Three other by-law changes that 
were recommended by the board 
will be taken up at the Thursday 
evening meeting. All by-law chan-

ges require a two-thirds vote of 
the membership for approval. 

The first by-law change puts in¬ 
to writing what has been the cur¬ 
rent practice of making the ap¬ 
proved minutes of the corporaton 
available for inspection and copy¬ 
ing by members. 

The second by-law change pro¬ 
vides for an expansion in the scope 
of audits by allowing for one full 
and complete audit at the end of 
the fiscal year and a second audit 
of special or limited scope at some 
other time during the year. 

The third by-law change in¬ 
creases from $500 to $1,500 the 
limit on expenditures for supplies, 
materials, equipment, etc. which 
would not have to be covered by 
written contract.

Proposed GHI By-Law 
Stirs Up Discussion

A petition signed by more than 50 Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
members requesting the placing on the voting machine of a by¬ 
law change calling for one-day elections provoked much discus¬ 
sion at the Thursday, May 9, GHI board of directors meeting. 
The proposed by-law change also called fof mandatory use of 
voting machines in all GHI elections. 

At present, balloting for GHI of¬ 
fices begins at the annual even¬ 


ing meeting after the candidates 
have been presented and then con¬ 
tinues the next day all day. Since 
1972 voting machines have been 
used in GHI elections. The annu¬ 
al membership meeting this year 
is scheduled for Thursday, May 23, 
starting at 8 p.m. Balloting will be¬ 
gin that night (until 11 p.m.) and 
then resume again the next day 
from 7 a.m. to 7:30 p.m. The pro¬ 
posed by-law change if adopted 
will not go into effect until the 
1975 elections. 

Two seperate issues were Involv¬ 
ed in the petition. One was wheth¬ 
er by-law changes can be voted 
on by referendum rather than 
through the usual procedure of 
voting during the evening business 
meeting. Conflicting portions of the 
present by-laws could be interpre¬ 
ted either way. 

Article IV provides for referen¬ 
dum's at a polling place on any 
matter which may be the concern 
of the membership. Article X pro¬ 
vides for amending the by-l-aws by 
a two-thirds vote at any duly func¬ 
tioning membership meeting. 

The opinion of GHI attorney Al¬ 
bert Ginsberg was that there is no 
barrier to voting on by-law chan¬ 
ges by referendum and the board 
decided to place the by-law change 
on the voting machine, as request¬ 
ed by the petitioners. 

Pros and Cons 

The major argument put for¬ 
ward against voting on a by-law 
change by referendum is that there 
would be no opportunity for the 
membership to amend or change 
the proposed by-law change at the 
evening business meeting (since 
the wording of the by-law change 
would already be printed on the 
ballot). Members would have to 
vote on the by-law change as sub¬ 
mitted. The major argument in fa¬ 
vor of voting on the by-law change 
by referendum is that more GHI 
members (those voting during the 
day) would have an opportunity 
to pass on the by-law change. 

The second issue discussed by 
the board concerned the merits of 
the by-law change. Director Hugh 
O’Donnell favored the one-day vo¬ 
ting because of the present difficul¬ 
ty (and possible endangering of the 
vote count) of moving voting ma¬ 
chines after the evening meeting 
to the site of the balloting the next 
day. For example, this year, the 
evening meeting is to be held at 
the Center School auditorium. 
While voting machines could be 
placed at the Center School for 
that evening, they could not be 
kept there for the next day’s vo¬ 
ting because of school activities. 
As a result, the voting machines 

Ellen Kessler Winner

Ellen Kessler, a sophomore at 
Parkdale Senior High School, won 
second prize in mathematics at the 
25th International Science and En¬ 
gineering Fair.

are going to be kept in the city 
council chambers for both days, 
and members attending the even¬ 
ing meeting will have to walk over 
to the council chambers to vote 
that evening. 

GHI president James Smith and 
directors Ted Byerly and Steve Fo- 
laschik opposed the one-day vot¬ 
ing for a variety of reasons. The 
major concern appeared to be that 
it would discourage attendance at 
the evening business meetings. As 
Byerly said, “Why should anyone 
come to the annual evening meet¬ 
ing, when he can’t vote for offic¬ 
ers?” Polasehik thought it would 
be an inconvenience to members 
to ask them to come to the even¬ 
ing meeting and then to come back 
again the next day to vote. 

Smith also thought that while he 
and the board favored voting ma¬ 
chines, it would not be wise to 
make the use of voting machines a 
by-law requirement. He wanted 
more flexibility to take care of sit¬ 
uations when voting machines 
might not be available. He also no¬ 
ted a trend toward the use of mag¬ 
netic paper ballots (which assure 
retabulation of the count) over 
voting machines (which cannot do 
this). 

Because of the divided opinion, 
the board finally voted to make no 
recommendation to the member¬ 
ship regarding the by-law change. 
As director Joe, Comproni put it, 
“It’s up to the membership to de¬ 
cide.” 

Fire Insurance 

GHI manager Roy Breashears 
reported that a reassessment of 
the replacement value of GHI pro¬ 
perties indicates that additional 
premiums will have to be paid to 
keep GHI fully covered for fire 
insurance purposes. He said that 
GHI has obtained a binder assur¬ 
ing this full coverage of $19 mil¬ 
lion while negotiations are going 
on with the insurer regarding the 
premium. 

Washing Machines 

Breashears recounted the diffi¬ 
culties the maintenance department 
has had with washing machines 
that do not have check valves 
which automatically close the wa¬ 
ter supply to the washer when not 
in use. Members can manually close 
the valves leading to the washing 
machine, but often fail to do so 
with the result that water continu¬ 
es to flow to the machine: the cold 
water line has more pressure than 
the hot water line and the cold 
water pushes against the water in 
the hot line. 

When a next door neighbor or 
someone else in the row turns on 
his hot water, as the tap is open¬ 
ed there is a slight drop in pres¬ 
sure in the hot water lihe and the 
higher pressure cold water cros¬ 
ses over from his unit through the 
hot water line. 

Breashears said that about two 
or three times a week complaints 
are received from enraged memb¬ 
ers about having no hot water and 
up to 20 manhours a week is used 
in tracking down the unit or units 
at fault. 

Breashears was asked to come 
back with a. comprehensive correc¬ 
tive policy which could include 
such things as requiring GHI ap¬ 
proval of installation of washing 
machines, charging members for 
negligence in not closing their 
manual valves, and inspection of 
washing machines at time of re¬ 
sales. 

Fisher Commended 
At the suggestion of O’Donnell, 
the board voted to commend Henry 
Fisher, a GHI employee, for his 
community activities in such areas 
as chairing the health and glauco¬ 
ma clinics sponsored several times 
a year by the Lions Club. A $25 
contribution to the Eye Bank was 
made by the board in the name of 
Fisher. 
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Against By-Law Change 

One by-law change placed on the ballot in this year's 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. election merits some discussion. It is a 
proposal to abandon the present two-dav voting for GHI officers 
and substitute a one-day voting system. Apparently, the major 
consideration for this change is that GHI has had difficulty in 
lining up locations where the voting machines could be used both 
at, the evening business meeting and for voting the next day. In 
the past, the heavy voting machines have had to be moved during 
the night with the risk that the vote count might be joggled or 
in some way endangered during the move. 

This year, the nominations and elections committee overcame 
this problem by installing the voting, machines at the council 
chambers where they can be used for both days. We think there 
are also other ways of meeting this problem, such as using paper 
ballots for the evening meeting and voting machines for the all¬ 
day voting the next day. 

In any event, we do not feel that this problem is of such 
proportions as to warrant the change to a on£-day voting system, 
for the following reasons: 

(1) By eliminating the evening voting hours (8 p.m. on), the 
one-day voting system would restrict instead of broaden the op¬ 
portunities for members to vote, especially those who have odd 
working hours or other personal obligations, and would most 
likely result in a reduced number of members participating in the 
electoral process. 

(2) GHI has had difficulties enough in getting good attendance 
at the evening business meetings. There would now be even less 
incentive for people to come out to the evening meeting if they 
know they won’t be able to vote for the candidates that evening. 

(3) It would be an inconvenience for people, especially some 
of the disabled or elderly members, to come out to the evening 
meeting to hear the candidates and then to come back again the 
next day to vote. 

We would recommend that the membership vote “NO” on the 
by-law change.

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No Rent increase 
For Ten-Year 
SHL Residents 

In a generous move, the owners 
and management of the Sprihghill 
Apartments (SHL) have waived a 
rent increase this year for some 
50 families who have resided in 
SHL for 10 or more years. 

Owner-representative Harold 
Kramer and Elton Young of 
management told the News Re¬ 
view that ‘This was our way of 
recognizing, residents for their 
long and faithful association with 
the SHL community/’ 

Letters notifying families of the 
“no rent increase” for a year 
were sent out recently. Those long¬ 
time residents who were already 
paying a rent increase were ad¬ 
vised that the increase was rescin¬ 
ded and that a refund would be 
forthcoming. 

This month SHL celebrates its 
eleventh anniversary. About 8,000 
persons reside in the 2,899 apart- 
ment-townhouse development, and 
many play an active role in the 
city through their political clubs, 
civic organizations and a host of 
other organizations.

Paint Funds Used Unwisely 

To the Editor: 

In reply to Stephen Polaschik’s 
"Correcting’ the Record” letter, it 
seems that the whole point of my 
statement at the membership meet¬ 
ing of April 17, 1974 was complete¬ 
ly missed. 

The point I was trying to make 
was that 12 court of Ridge was 
painted in the RAIN. When I 
questioned the contractor about 
this, I was given the answer that 
there are different types of paint 
for different surfaces, and each 
take® a different time to dry. Big 
deal. It still was painted in the 
rain. Which means that under that 
paint is moisture, and anyone with 
a little common sense knows that 
a paint job like that will not last 
long. I have since been told that 
the painters got a little over $700 
per 4-unit building. In our court 
that means $2,100. which is % of 
what is needed to convert our hea¬ 
ting plant. I also now understand 
that we were supposed to have 
been asked if we wanted our units 
painted or not. Unfortunately no¬ 
body asked us, A good co-op court 
should have asked that the paint 
trim money be used to defer the 
cost of our conversion. 

I might also add, that besides 
having painted in'the rain at least 
two of the homes were painted last 
summer. One in order to sell, and 
the other after the people moved 
in. And two other homes were 
painted within the last two years, 
surely they didn't need to be com¬ 
pletely painted so soon. 

I would also like to make a com¬ 
ment to the reply I got at the 
meeting that the money for the 
trim paint program came out of a 
reserved fund.. What difference 
does it make where the money 
came from, it was still used un¬ 
wisely. Nobody asked the mem¬ 
bership if they would rather have 
that money applied to the heating 
improvements so monthly charges 
would not have to be raised so 
high.

Support School Budget 

To the Editor: 

On May 28, at 7:30 p.m. the 
County Council will hold an open 
hearing on the county budget. At 
that time, parents concerned about 
full financing of next year's school 
budget may speak on this issue. 

The Board of Education has rec¬ 
ommended a budget that increases 
the per pupil expenditure by $217 
to a total of $1319. (Montgomery 
County has just passed a budget 
of $1533 per pupil.) While money 
alone doesn’t insure quality edu¬ 
cation, it is a pretty good guage 
of priorities. We are the ninth 
largest school system in the U.S. 
Inflation has hit the school ser¬ 
vices and materials; negotiated 
salary increases of 7% (not a 
large sum in relation to 12% infla¬ 
tion rate) must be met; special 
programs — , career education 
Special Education, and special 
reading programs — are vital to the 
needs of our children. 

Most important, the School 
Board would like to reduce the 
pupil-teacher ratio in the first 
three grades to 27 pupils for each 
teacher. This is hardly an un¬ 
reasonable number when you con¬ 
sider the importance of individual 
teaching during the first years of 
a child’s school experience. This 
might make the difference between 
success or drop-out years later. 

Parents are voters and tax-pay¬ 
ers. A parent who wants full fund¬ 
ing for our schools should write 
to:

What can you say about budget 
sessions, other than that they are 
a grind? Councilman Charles 
Schwan said that it was a “draggy 
but good meeting'’; this was a cap- 
off to the budget session conducted 
by the Greenbelt city council in 
the hearing chambers of city hall, 
Monday evening. May 13. The 
“good” part probably pertained to 
discussion about matters not direct¬ 
ly relating to the budget, and the 
“drag” to those countless items 
over which everyone poured with 
a magnifying glass and fine-tooth 
comb. 

Prior to getting into the line- 
item screening of the copious bud¬ 
get; council went over the state¬ 
ment to be presented by the city be¬ 
fore the public hearing to be con¬ 
ducted on Greenbriar by the Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection Agency in 
the Greenbelt city hall Wednesday 
morning. Councilman Thomas 
White proposed three changes 
which he felt would strengthen the 
overall statement and assure 
Greenbelt citizens that all of the 
pertinent questions were raised. 
Councilman Gil Weidenfeld and 
Schwan found no objections. 

At this point a minor bruhaha 
developed when Mayor Richard 
Pilski objected to the language 
throughout the document which 
said “the council” raises questions 
or opposes. He wanted “the major¬ 
ity of council” substituted so it 
is made clear that he has none of 
the objections that the rest of coun¬ 
cil was raising. Schwan objected 
strenuously to this as a matter of 
principle. He felt that when coun¬ 
cil spoke on anything, it spoke as 
a body, even if the vote was only 
3 to 2. He thought that Pilski had 
every right, as any citizen does, 
to make his own statement at the 
hearing. 

White felt that it wasn’t that big 
of a deal and was willing to go 
along with the change, but sai/3 
that he’d leave it up to Weiden¬ 
feld. Weidenfeld said that he was 
in conflict about it, but would ra¬ 
ther lean on the side of protecting 
the right of any minority to be 
heard so would go along with Pil- 
ski’s request. 

Broken Globes 

White also kicked off about the 
only other really interesting bit of 
discussion later in the meeting 
when he asked City Manager 
James Giese what he is supposed 
to day to people who keep asking 
him about the broken light globes 
on the center mall. Giese reported 
that 6 out of 10 lights have been 
broken, the first by a rock that 
had come down on-top of the globe, 
and the other 5 by someone whack¬ 
ing at the globes with one of the 
tree support stakes they had pull¬ 
ed out of the ground. None of the 
culprits ,or culprit, has been ap¬ 
prehended. Giese stated that he 
had been trying to save the merch¬ 
ants money by purchasing the 
cheaper globes, which, although 
not unbreakable, are quite durable. 
He assured council that whoever 
broke them had to really work at 
it The unbreakable globes cost a- 
bout $60 more and the city may 
have to use these. 

Administrative Budget 
Very few changes or additions 
were considered in the administra¬ 
tive budget items covered. Council 
received requests to cover travel by 
the city solicitor to the National 
Institute for Municipal Lawyers in 
San Diego and an increase in his 
fees, from $25 to $35 per hour for 
non-court work and from $35 to $50 
per hour for court appearances. It 
was pointed out by Giese that 
Nanna’s retainer, which covered 
appearances at council meetings, 
remained the same. 

An amount of $600 was also ask¬ 
ed to cover expenses for 1 repre¬ 
sentative (presumably the Mayor) 
to attend the National League of 
Cities Conference in Houston, Tex¬ 
as. An amount of $600 was also 
supported for election costs in the 
event that the city planned to go 
to a bond referendum in the off-el¬ 
ection year, which everyone pre- 


GREENBELT NEWS REVIEW 


Heart Ass’n Commends City 
For Help On Heart-Risk Project

The Greenbelt city council on May 6 was commended for 
the city’s contributions to the Heart Screening Project held in 
Greenbelt at the Ridge Road Recreation Center from February 5 
through 14, 1973. 


Michael Delaney, program di¬ 
rector of the Heart Association 
of Southern Maryland which con¬ 
ducted the project in cooperation 
with the Greenbelt Risk Factor 
Screening Committee headed by 
Leo Gerton, presented the council 
with a complete written report on 
the program. 

Gerton told council that the suc¬ 
cessful pilot project in Greenbelt 
opened the way for further pro¬ 
grams in the county. He hoped the 
county would continue to make 
funds available for the program 
which benefited its residents. The 
county contributed $2,500 for lab¬ 
oratory work which was matched 
by the city of Greenbelt. 

The planning, organization and 
operation of the clinic was a 
massive undertaking. Doctors, nur¬ 
ses and other profesional and 
technical personnel were recruited. 
Over 150 volunteers were trained 
and uskd during all phases of the 
screening, with the majority com¬ 
ing from Greenbelt. City personnel 
performed many services to in¬ 
sure the smooth running of the 
program. 

Findings 

Five tests to detect a person’s 
susceptibility to heart disease were 
performed on 1,971 persons with 
almost equal distribution between 
men and women. They included a 
blood chlosterol and triglycerides 
analysis, electrocardiogram, blood 
pressure, height-weight ratio and 
personal and family health his¬ 
tory. 

Hypertension was detected in 
336 individuals with 19.6% of men 
and 14.5% of women involved. Ab¬ 
normal electrocardiograms were 
present in 5.4% of those screened. 
Almost 25% of the population 
screened had cholesterol over 
260mg% (over 300mg% is consid¬ 
ered abnormally high), with equal 
proportion in both sexes. Those 
in the high category numbered 
185. According to the findings of 
the report the cholesterol figures 
were significant in view of the im¬ 
portance of cholesterol as a risk 
factor. 

The report states that abnormal 
values for triglycerides were even 
more significant with 785 persons 
having a high value. Of these 265 
had values abnormally high. “The 
combined percentages for choles¬ 
terol and triglycerides appear to be 
a reflection of the dietary habit 
patterns typical of the average 
American.” 

Cigarette smoking was present 
in 28% of the screenees, with 50% 
of them smoking more than one 
pack a day. Obesity was detected 
in 22% of those screened. 

Follow-up referrals were made 
in 655 persons (368 men and 287 
women) in whom risk factors 
were detected. Of those referred, 
352 completed follow-up.

S. Curtis. The Ladies Auxiliary of 
the Volunteer Fire Department 
and Rescue Squad provided meals 
for the staff.
